' W. H. Why te Jr., another pan- 
elist and author of "The Organi- 
zation Man", spoke of the growing 
urge in society to accommodate 
to" its needs rather than to .those 
of the individual. Asserting that 
there is a great danger in not real- 
izing the pressures against indivi- 
dualism, he said students .could be 
warned of the subtler forms of 
conflicts that will face them. 

Earlier Dr. Robert Hutchins of 
the Fund for the""- Republic said 
that the crisis in education, if 
not confronted soon by. the public, 
would eventually lead to the dis< 
appearance of the esteem- in intel- 
lectual activity was held.

Tho purpose of a university 
should be to teach its students 
to live lives that have, significan- 
ce, he said. It should be a place 
for independent thought and in- 
clude emphasis on how to make 
the democratic, system work, he 
added. •
